The Regional Meeting Program, of the American Bar Asso-
ciation was inaugurated in 1951 in response to the demand that the
program of the ABA be brought within the reach of all members of
the profession. Realizing that the lawyers of America need more
than the Association's Annual Meeting as a forum, the ABA has
adopted the policy of holding two regional meetings each year,
embracing widely separated geographical areas,

The Annual Meeting of the ABA is to be held in St. Louis,

Missouri, in August 1961l; while Regional Meetings are to be held
in Indianapolis, Indiana, in May 1961, and in Birminghan, Alabama,
in November 1961. The Regional Meeting to be held in Birmingham,
November 9 - 11, 1961, designated the Southeast Regional Meeting,
embraces the states of Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Georgia

and Florida. It is anticipated that the attendance thereon will
approximate at least seven hundred and fifty lawyers.

The program of the Southeast Regional Meeting will include
a banquet on the evening of November 10, 1961l. 1t is anticipated
that the attendance thereat will approximate one thousand persons,
including lawyers and their wives. It is our desire that the pro-
gram at the banquet include an address on a subject of timely in-
terest from an outstanding speaker of renown.

It is our opinion that, at the time of the Southeast
Regional Meeting, there will be no subject of more universal interest
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to those in attendance thereon than that of Communism. It is

our further opinion that those in attendance on said meeting

will be vitally interested in hearing you describe the characteris-
tics of Communism; the efforts which are being made to combat the
spread thereof; and, particularly, the importance of educating the
citizens of our country, both old and young, as to the meaning of
Communism. We are, therefore, privileged to extend to you, as the
Director, Central Intelligence Agency, a most cordial invitation

to make an address at the banquet, to be held on the evening of
November 10th, on the subject of Communism.
